‘E. M. Campbell, Poultry Com- 


missioner, Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment: of Agriculture, outlined this 
consumer trend in the poultry 


market during an interview. 


“This situation is unfortunate 
from the Saskatchewan poultry 
producers’ point spams 
of view because § 
a large volume of 
heavy roaster 
chicken is pro- 
duced in this 
province,” he em- 
phasized. ‘Many 
Saskatchewan 
farmers purchase 
100 mixed chicks, fee 
which provides # ; *% 
them with a lay- 
ing flock of from 7&4 Campbell 
30 to 40 birds and the same num- 
ber of cockerels. Some: of these 
birds are consumed at home, and 
the remainder marketed in the 
fall.” ' ; 

He went on: “Since we have al- 
most 50,000 of these small flock 
owners in the province, the volume 
of heavy roaster chicken market- 
ed each year is substantial.” 

Mr. Campbell noted the condi- 
tion of the. market at this time: 
“At the present time, there is % 
million pounds of poultry meat in 
storage in Saskatchewan, a sub- 
stantial increase from a %4 million 
pounds one year ago. 

“It has been said that stores do 
not feature chicken as much as 
poultrymen would like,” he pointed 


out, “This is,-possibly due to the 


limited refrigeration .space that 
stores have available for the pur- 
pose.” " fs 

“At a recent meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the poultry produce 
trade of Saskatchewan, with rep- 
‘resentatives of the Poultry Pro- 
ducts Institute of Canada, it has 
been decided to feature western 
roasting chicken week from May 
1ith to May 16th, as a means of 
counter-acting the conditions ad- 
versely affecting the heavy roaster 
chicken market;” Mr, Campbell 
explained.

Are you worrying about the 
loneliness or poverty of an elderly 
retired friend? The need to find 
some useful tasks to fill the lonely 
hours as well as ways of adding 
to reduced income is a modern 
problem, but here are some cheer- 
ing reports on how’ it has been 
tackled and beaten by some old- 
sters, 


One woman who was pretty well 
cinfined to her tiny apartment, as 
|the result of an accident, began 
taking in packages for neigh- 
bors who were away at work dur- 
ing the day. She did it as a kind- 
ness but others began asking for 
the service and insisted on paying. 

These services expanded beyond 
the receiving of delivery packages 
to taking care of canaries and 
other pets during vacation periods, 
Eventually even house plants were 
brought to be kept in her sunny 
window in the absence of their 
owners. 

Fees were moderate but so 
was the work involved. The tele- 
phone and doorbell brought her 
into constant contact with neigh- 
bors. When they came to call for 
packages they chatted and be-. 
came friends, 

In another smaller centre, a 
senior citizen became a_ paid 
“prandma” to neighborhood chil- 
dren of working mothers. Instead 
of returning to an empty house 
after school, they reported to her. 
She gave them a glass of milk and 
saw they were properly dressed 
for any change in the weather 
before sending them out. to play. 

“It’s like having my own mother 
living near,” the working mothers 
Say, 

In another case a spry oldster 
keeps herself busy shopping and 
running errands for young women 
tied to their homes or for invalid 
neighbors. Her venture expanded 
into a regular shopping and errand 
service which includes trips to the 
library and the post office. . 

Baby-sitting is a popular and 
rewarding service provided by 
many’ older women. One I know, 
who was forced by circumstances 
to “move in” with her daughter: 
and son-in-law, took a new lease 
on life when she found herself in 
constant demand to mind the ‘chil.

TRAIL, B.C.— The construc- 
tion of Western Canada’s’ first 
iron and steel smelter will be 
started immediately at Kimber- 
ley, B.C., by The Consolidated 
Mining and Smelting Company 
of Canada Limited. The smelter 


will be the first stage in an in- 
tegrated iron and steel operation 


Cominco Iron and 


costing in excess of $20,000,000 
which will produce pig iron, steel 
ingots, and rolled steel products, 
to serve the rapidly growing 
markets in Western Canada. 
Planned capacity will be in ex- 
cess of 100,000 tons per year. The 
smelter will be located adjacent 
to Cominco’s chemical fetrilizer 
plants in Kimberley and _ will 
employ over two hundred men.

The first of 25 historic cairns 
to be erected by the Government 
of Alberta this year was unveil- 
ed April 30 at the site of “The 
Ribstones,” about 71% miles 
southwest of Viking. Quite a 
number of citizens were present 
for the unveiling ceremony. 

Two rocks, carved or chiselled 
so.as to resemble the ribs of buf- 
falo, are marked by. the cairn. 
The ribstones are believed to 
have had a sacred significance to 
Indians of this. area for more 
than 1,000 years. According: to a 
legend associated with the stone 
carvings, Indians sacrificed. buf- 
falo on the stones at the com- 
mencement of each hunt, in the 
ene that such sacrifices would 
lensure success. 

Other historic cairns to be un- 
veiled this year will mark the 
sites of forts, Indian battles, mas- 
sacres, etc. Heading the program 
of preservation and restoration: 
of such sites is a committee of 
three cabinet ministers, Hon. A. 
R. Patrick, Economic Affairs; 
Hon. E. W. Hinman, Provincial 
Treasurer, and Hon. J. Hartley, 
Public Works. 

The inscription on the cairn 
reads as follows: 

“THE RIBSTONES” 

“These stones which repre- 
sent the ribs of a buffalo un- 
doubtedly had a sacred signifi- 
cance in. some primitive cult 
concerned with the fertility of 
the buffalo and are thought to 
have been graven well over a 
1000 years ago. All subsequent 
Indian tribes down to modern 
times venerated them. —Erected 
by the Province of Alberta.” 

A suitable sign will be put up 
on Highway 14 to guide tourists 
and sightseers to the cairn, said 
W. G. Bryant, publicity director 
for the Province of Alberta.

Memories of a past era 


One of the most colorful phases 
of B.C.’s pioneer history has ended 
with the retirement on April 27th, 
1957, of the S. S. Moyie.

of transportation. : 

Moyie was .a fine sight on a 
bright day, her long white form 
reflected in the water, like a gi- 
gantic swan, as she surged along, 
smoke billowing from her one fun- 
nel; her paddles kicking up the 
white spray. 


She was the Good Samaritan, 
should a farmer have a sick wife 
or child. He had only to wave a 
white flag, or at night light two 
fires and, even if it was not a port 
of call, Moyie would steam in on 
its mercy trip. She was also a 
thing of pleasure to tourists un- 
accustomed to this form of travel. 

Time didn’t matter a hoot. If it 
took half-an hour for a farmer to 
herd his cow down to the landing, 
the steamer would wait. It was not 
an uncommon sight to see the 
deck-hands aiding the farmer on a 
pig hunt (his crate not having 
been secure enough.) An oldtimer 
was asked to describe the sound of 
the Moyie’s whistle, and here is 
his reply. “A cross between. the 
hoot of a great horned owl and 
the howl of a banshee in distress.” 


Like many other sternwheelers 
she was manned by a succession 
of Scotsmen; in fact at times their 
numerical strength in the crew of- 
ten resulted in confusion. The 
story goes that at one time she 
was connected to a barge by three 
lines and the captain wanted one 
of them cast off. Leaning out of 
the wheelhouse window he yelled 
to the man concerned, “Let go 
Angus” whereupon all lines: fell 
and the barge drifted away. 

At first she travelled between 
Nelson and Kootenay Landing, 
pushing, the barge carrying the 
Crows Nest line trains to connect 
with the coast, but when this gap 
in the line was filled, in the early 
1920’s she became: the chore girl 
of the fleet, Her job was odd barge 


| work and special trips, leaving the 


regular passenger service to. her 
more glamorous sisters, ‘“Koo- 
kanee” “Kuskanook” and ‘“Na- 
sookin”, She outlived them all, and 
at the end was the only stern- 
wheeler left, taking the passenger 
and freight run from Proctor to 
Kaslo and Lardeau. 

She is 161 feet long, has a beam 
of 30 feet, and her gross tonnage 
is 835. She is reputed to have cost 
$35,000.00, a fraction of the cost 
of similar sized boats today.

for poultry flocks 


In an interview this week, Bh. M. 
(Ted) Campbell, Poultry Commis- 
sioner, Saskatchewan Department 
of Agriculture, spoke in some de- 
tail regan ding 
proper housing 
for poultry flocks. 

Good housing 
is vital to the 
good health of 
the birds and 
maintenance’ of 
production,” Mr.

men to consider their housing 
problems with-a view to improve- 
ment.” 

Mr, Campbell spoke particularly 
of the poultry housing plans which 
are available in the catalogue of 
plans of the “Canadian Farm 
Building Plan Service.” 

“Poultrymen who are faced with 
8 housing problem will find these 
plans excellent guides to good 
poultry practice,” he said. 

However, he was quick to point 
out that good poultry housing 
could be adversely affected, with 
serious results to health of birds 
and production, if “management 
factors” were not weighed care- 
fully before hc-se construction. 

He emphasized the ‘“manage- 
ment factors” enumerated n the 
“Poultry Housing and Equipment

Service; “The poultry house ‘is 
best located on well-drained soil. 
The house should be convenient to 
a good road for handling feed. lit- 
ter, and eggs. Water and electri- 
city should be accessible. Where 
a long building is considered, it 
should be located in a _ south 
direction with windows on east 
and west sides. 

Mr. Campbell ‘noted another 
point: “Careful design of poultry 
houses is required if the maximum 
number of birds are to be managed 
with the minimum amount of man 
hours of labor, when the space per 
bird is to be held at a minimum.” 

“The poultry house plan cata- 
logue also provides information re- 
garding space requirements for 
birds, notes on proper ventilation, 
and construction of roosts, he 
continued. 

“Tt presents construction plang 
for all three types of poultry 
housing—for community nests, in- 
dividual ‘nests, or the new roll- 
away nests,” he said. 

Plans for many types of poultry 
hhousing can be found in the cata- 
logue: the one-storey laying nouse; 
the two-storey laying house; the 
four-storey laying house; the one- 
storey drive through laying ouse; 
the pole frame laying house; the 
cage laying house; the slatted 
floor laying house; pole barn for 
turkeys; pole shed for turkeys; 
and the ‘turkey porch. 

In addition, details and applica- 
tions are given for four systems 
of poultry house ventilation. 

“The plan catalogue will provide 
the poultryman with a great deal 
of information as. regards proper 
housing, and will be of assistance’ 
in solving many poultry housing 
problems,” said Mr. Campbell

The Canadian Lions have band- 
ed themselves together to add 
their contribution to a worthy ef- 
fort with India, through the Lions 
Club of Bombay, who have estab- 
lished an Eye-Glass Bank. 


In many underprivileged coun- 
tries, where the economy is not 
too stable, or is in the process of 
growing, thousands upon thou- 
sands of their inhabitants are in 
dire need of glasses. In India 
alone, with. its tremendous popu- 
lation, it is estimated that 2,500,- 
000 persons suffer from serious eye 
diseases, 

These people face blindness un- 
less help comes quickly in the 
form of glasses which countless 
hundreds cannot afford. 

The Canadian Lions, during the 
last two weeks of April, are wag- 
ing a campaign to collect at least 
100,000 pair of discarded glasses 
and ship these to India immedi- 
ately. Dr. M.C. Modi, Eye Surgeon, 
Davangere, India, reports, “I did 
433 eye examinations on Decem- 
ber 25th and 26th in Nandy free 
eye operation camp. All patients 
and attendants were given free 
food, and free Lions spectacles 
were given to those patients with 
error in refraction—a Gift of 
Sight at Christmas. These glasses

were sent by the Lions Club of 
Washington, D.C. 

The cause of the eye trouble 
comes, in part, from poor nutri- 
tion and, as a result of inadequate 
food supply, hundreds of thousands 
are condemned to a level of ma- 
terial existence which is almost 
sub-human. Commonwealth Gov- 
ernments are making progress to 
overcome this disparity in food 
supply, but many who have al- 
ready been afflicted by eye dam- 
age have little to look forward to, 
as the blind are rejected and are 
classed as beggars and tramps.

Throughout the length and 
breadth of Canada, there must be 
literally hundreds of thousands of 
unused and discarded spectacles, 
hiding in cupboards, drawers and 
desks, where they have been idly 


tossed. With our eyes changing |, 


with advancing years and new pre- 
scriptions ground, as well as the 
passing away of loved ones, there 
is an accumulation of old spec- 
tacles usually in excellent condi- 
tion, which now have untold value 
in a humanitarian cause. To tap 
this reservoir and thus assist, the 
needy of India, who are handicap- 
ped by poor sight, the “Bank of 
Light” campaign was organized. 
India was selected after investiga- 
tion, since it was shown to be part 
of the world which was most urg- 
ently in need of eye glasses for its 
people, besides being one of the 
Commonwealth of Nations. 


When these eye-glasses have 
beeri collected, they will be shipped 
free of charge by the generous 
consent of steamship lines to Bom- 
bay. Here Indian opticians, with 
equipment already on hand, will 
catalogue the lenses. There will be 
many questions asked as to how 
the collected glasses can be adapt- 
ed to new wearers, especially 
when prospective donors tell you 
that their eye requirements are so 
unusual that their lenses could not 
possibly be of value to. anyone else. 
This is not so. It is true that some 
of the lenses may have to be dis- 


‘carded, but out of thousands being 


tested, there is a great possibility 
that another would need those 
same special glasses. Competent 
oculists have assured us that the 
exact grinding of lenses to the 
fraction of a.percentage is’ not a 
requirement for vision improve- 
mént. A close approximation of 
the proper specifications will be of 
immeasurable value to many 
handicapped persons.

ence in yield on .the following 
year’s crop. This was the case 
even during the wet years from: 
1952 through 1956. 

“Early tillage on summerfallow 
is a profitable practice,” he point- 
ed out further. “Three extra bush- 
els were obtained from that land 
on. which the early tillage. cost 
only 65 cents.” 

Early tillage will starve grass- . 
hoppers infesting stubble fields in 
affected areas of, Saskatchewan 
this year. That fact alone, the 
soils specialist pointed out, will 
mean a saving to many farmers 
in reduced crop losses on the whole 
farm operation. 

“It is just as well to refrain 

from cropping stubble land where 
grasshoppers are most apt to be 
a serious threat,” he continued, “If 
"hoppers are present, the crop may 
be poor, and the farmer is left 
with a bare summerfallow for the 
coming year. 
“In this regard, farmers would 
do well to remember the condi- 
tions of last May when soil drift- 
ing proved to be quite a problem,” 
he stressed. 

In closing his remarks on early 
tillage as a soil conservation prac- 
tice as well as a grasshopper .con- 
trol measure, Mr. Johnson pointed 
out, that tillage—early in spring 
when moisture content is right— 
leaves the land in better condition 
through the year. ‘

Protect the Soil: 

Don‘t let your best soil get tak- 
en away from you by wind, This. 
spring has seen a lot of soil blow- 
ing around. In many cases this 
could have been avoided by ridg- 
ing the soil and keéping some 
lumps on the surface. It is true 
that this would have resulted in 
some loss of moisture but surely 
it is better to lose some moisture 
one. year rather than lose soil 
that cannot be replaced in a 
lifetime. With last year’s light 
stubble it is going to be hard to 
keep trash on the surface of this 
year’s summerfallow. Use of 
cultivators and blade imple- 
ments will be important. Avoid 
the use of tillers at high speeds 
as this pulverizes the soil badly 
and makes it more susceptable to 
blowing.

Grasses for Low Land: 

*» A lot of the sloughs which have 
been full of water the last few 
years will be dry and can be 
worked this summer. Many of 
them would be better seeded 
down to Reed Canary Grass or 
some crop which will stand flood- 
ing and which will produce feed 
from the otherwise waste land. 
Some oats with the grass will 
produce feed for next winter. 


Farm Sewage Systems: 

With help hard to get, the 
farmer needs to cut down on la- 
bour requirements as much as 
possible. One way to do this is 
to get water running in pipes 
and waste disposed of without, 
having to carry it. The septic 
tank is an important part of the 
sewage. system.
